Orders Fall Off Because of Holiday, 


But Jiuie Mark Is Expected to 


be UqwiUetl. 


Special to The Wn«kly Courier, 


NEW YORK, July 8.—The Ameri- 


can Metal Market and Daily Iron & 
Steel Report will review the steel and 
iron situation tomorrow as follows: 


While in some directions there ap- 


peals to have been a slight decrease 
in the flow of steel orders, usually as- 
cribed to the holiday, it appears that 
in general July is likely to prove quite 
as active a month as June in steel 
bookings. 
W\hile this does not mean 


a rate at all satisfactory to the mills it 
represents a better volume of new 
business than has been, secured since 
February. 


A large tonnage of third quarter 


contract business could easily be se- 
cured t>y the mills if they were willing 
to close on today's prices for prompt 
shipment, but a? a rule the mills insist 
on from ?l to $2 a ton advance for 
open contracts. 
In bars a moderate 


tonnage has been put through at the 
prompt price. 
There is general com- 


ment 
on the stiffness with which 


l.lOc has been held as minimum on 
bars, plates and shapes and it is now 
predicted .that the market will turn 
on this basis. 


It is the consensus of opinion that 


the second half will ahow larger ton- 
nage production in all the important 
branches than the first half, though 
the mills could not now limber up 
fast enough to make a new record for 
the second half. ' 


Expectations as to average

Colonel Roosevelt's address at the 


Hon. Bill Flinn's political carnival in 
Plttaburg last night was a great dis- 
appointment to those who hope to

that the Colonel lacked "punch." Xho 
old aggressiveness was absent from 
his speech.
